MUSIO. NO. 2.

The origin of music, and its cultiva- 
tion can be traced back to the early de- 
scendants of Adam, previous to the Del- 
uge. There is an account in the . Bible 
of the first musician, whese name *was 
Jubal. “He was the father of all such 
as handle the harp and organ.” He was, 
no doubt, the first inventor of those | in- 
struments. 

Music, as an art and science; ‘must 
| have been in a very obscure and imper- 
fect state, from the fact that the masi- 
cians of Jubal’s time knew nothing of 
musical staff, and the arrangements of 
the different parts in their music. If 
they had a staff upon which they wrote 
their music and different parte, it mast 
have been lost in the deluge with them. 

The Egyptians were among the first 
who cultivated music as an art and 
science after the Floed. Among them 


| were some musicians, who were quite 


celebrated for their performances. They 
were of both sexes, vying with each 
other for glory and renown. 

The ancient Greeks were also distin- 
guished for their attention to the culti- 
vation of musical science. Lamia, a 
beantiful Grecian lady, was one of the 
most celebrated musicians of her nation, 
It is said she was one of the, first Flu- 
tists of:her day. 

- Pythagoras, the celebrated’ ancient 
philosopher, taught music in his schools 
from which eminated many whe excelled 
in musical knowledge and science, from 
all nations then in existence’; but» like 
his predecessors, he knew notliing ‘ef 3 
musical staff and harmonical parts in 
lis music, as history does not speak of 
it. 

The staff was first introduced, A. D,/ 
1204, (six hundred and sixty-one yeats 
ago) by “Guido Aretine, a Benedict 
Monk, of Aretium, in Tuscany” Itcon- 
sisted of five lines and four spaces, upon 
which he wrete the seyen first lotters.of 
the alphabet in the same position that 
they are written at the present day.— 
Guido used the F and C clefs. He de- 
viséd and used six different noted in his 
niusical scalé, which he calléd Ut, Re, 
Mi, Fa, Sol and La. He was algo thé 
first musical writer whe harmonized mu- 
sic into different parts: Le Marie, a 
Frenchman,) added another: ‘note to 
Guido’s ‘six, to form the sevénth neéte of 
Guido’s scale which he called~See,to 
correspond with Giido's léttered scale. 
This new note was added te Guido’, 


scale some four hundred‘ and ninety-#ix 


years after his time’; but so strong Was 
the prejudice and* jealousy? ‘Ggainst Le 
Marie's new note, that he wdvouited anc 
plead for its adoption inte ‘Guido's: vecale 
for the space of thirty Yeats, Without 
gaining the approbation of asingle mu- 
sician ; but no sooner were his pleadings 
shecibed in death, then, a world 
adopted it into Guido’s scale, . which is 
the same‘as the one ini present use, with 


the exception of the first ngté, which has 


since been changed by the Italians. from 
Ut to Doe. . These seven notes or sylla- 


| bles, with Doe repeated, forming eight 


notes, is what is termed an octave in 
music. The names of these notes ‘are 


‘| best and most sppropriate that have 
“fever been devised, and Will in all proba- 
bility never be changed. The notes of 


Gidido’s scale did not represent the length

There have been various improve- 
tents attempted sinte the adoption of 
Guido’s staff and scale, with Le Marie’s 
and De Mears’ improvements congoli- 
dated. 

The English, four hundred and fifty 
years after Guido’s time, threw aside 
three syllables of the above improved 
scalé, doe, re, and-see, and gave different 
forms to the remaining ; the name of 
each note being known by its form, call- 
ed fa, sol, la and mi, which they” called 
‘The Patent Note System.” It ‘was, ‘in- 
doubtedly, an improvement, in a bick- 
ward direction. It was brought to this 
country, and,pretty generally used some 
forty or fifty years, but is now seldom 
used, if at all. 

‘In 1845, a Mr. Hartison, of the State 
of Ohio, published a new system of mu- 
sical notation, called “The. Numeral 
System.” His musical staff consists of 
two lines and one space, upon which he 
writes his music: On the first tine he 
writes-1, and on-the space- between the 
two lines, 2, 3,4, 5; 6 and 7; and the 
8th tone, which is 1 of the next octave 
above,on the second line: -eaéh: line 
represents an entire octave of :tonesjand 
the space between the two lines, the six 
tones, between the two extreme: tones 
of an octave. This system, having 
thrown aside the use of. the old-staff, bas 
no vonvenient mode for representing the 
lettered scale, of.. musical instruments, 
and, for this reason, it was; never, used 
by instrumental performers... It has }se- 
rious objections to the. yucalist also; . ag 
it. has from six to eight of its tones in an. 
octave, on a parallel-line, or space, with: 
out having the relative, degree .of- piteh 
from one tone to any other in the octave 
It is true that the numbers themselves 
represent their relative degree of pitch 
to one another. The-greatest. objection 
the vocalist can bring against this sys- 
tém is in the utter unadaptednéss of the 
names of the numbers (frem 1 to 7). be; 
ing applied to the scale. in music, te 
make good musical tones,—for instance 
Let the vocalist sing over the huth bers 
from 1 te 1, thus—t, 2, 3, 4)5, 6, 7) 1, 
uttering each number distinctly ; and 
then’sing: the seven syllables-—doe, ray; 
‘mee, fab, sole, lah, seé, doe. The result’ 


will undoubtedly be a conviction, that: 


the numbers should seldom—if ever—be 
used in the formation: and cultivation - 


a good musical Voice.

lished, in the same State, by a Mr. Hall,.
